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Chill out, man— relaxation 
beverages are on the rise

People have been guzzling energy 
drinks for the past lo years— maybe 
it’s time to relax. 

Sales of relaxation drinks with 
names such as Vacation in a Bottle, 
Dream Water and Just Chill, while 
small, are growing. 

“There is clear potential for further 
growth in the coming years,” said Ce- 
cilia Martinez, market analyst at U.K.- 
based beverage research group Zenith 
International. 

Relaxation drinks help the body 
chill out by relieving muscle tension 
and reducing levels of cortisone, the 
main stress hormone, according to 
a report Martinez wrote about the 
drinks earlier this year. 

The drinks, which evolved in Japan 
as far back as 2005, contain no alcohol 
but some have melatonin, a hormone 
that can cause drowsiness. 

Growing health consciousness has 
led many people to reach for drinks 
they consider healthier, such as juic- 
es and waters. Many of these drinks

claim to boost energy, metabolism and 
the ability to relax. 

As a result, smaller niches are set 
to gain greater share during the next 
10 years, especially as carbonated 
drink sales fall, said Darren Seifer, 
food and beverage analyst for NPD 
group. “Relaxation drinks could bring 
new life into beverages,” he said. 

The main ingredients are melato- 
nin, a hormone intended to induce 
drowsiness; L-theanine, an amino acid 
primarily found in green tea; GABA, a 
chemical that calms the mind; B vita- 
mins, and chamomile— a plant that 
often winds up as tea people drink to 
help them unwind. 

Nonetheless, the Zenith report 
says levels of ingredients in the drinks 
may be too small to be effective. To 
move beyond the next 10 years, com- 
panies that make the drinks must 
prove they do what they say they do, 
Morningstar analyst Philip Gorham 
said. “If the consumer doesn’t feel 
the effect, then sales would drop off,” 
Gorham said.

SLAYINGS DOWN ACROSS CITY 
AS MORE THAN HALF OF POLICE 
DISTRICTS REPORT DECLINES

Good news, Chicago. The city experienced a record low for homicides in the first six 
months of 2011, according to RedEye data. 

Chicago saw 187 homicides from January through June, down nearly 17 percent 
from the 224 homicides logged during the same period last year, a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police information found. 

Chicago has reached and surpassed the 200 homicide mark during the first half of 
the year every year for the last 20 years, according to Chicago Police Department and 
RedEye data. 

More than half of the 25 Chicago police districts recorded declines in their homi- 
cide numbers, and most of those districts saw double- or triple-digit decreases, ac- 
cording to a police statement. 

“There have been significant developments in the Chicago Police Department 
over the years, most notably with advances in technology and community po- 
licing initiatives,” Chicago Police Sgt. Antoinette Ursitti told RedEye in an 
^ email. “We are committed to continually cultivating the most effective 

law enforcement practices and strategies to maximize our resources and 
bring us closer to the only acceptable homicide total, which is zero.” 
This year, the city saw more homicides in the winter months com- 
^ pared with last year, but spring this year was markedly more improved. 

^ In May Mayor Emanuel selected former Newark Police Depart- 

ment Director Garry McCarthy to be Chicago police superinten- 
dent. This month, the pair announced nearly 750 officers have 
been redeployed to patrol the streets. 

The West and South sides both showed improvement. Homi- 
cide hotbeds Humboldt Park, North Lawndale and Auburn Gresh- 
am each saw significant decreases in the number of homicides in 
the first half of the year compared with last year, RedEye found. 

Gunshot deaths are down nearly 13 percent compared with the 
first half of last year, according to RedEye data. Stabbings and 
stranglings were down as well. 

But what hasn’t changed from last year is the typical homicide 
victim: a young black man who is shot to death on the South or 
West Side. 

RedEye looks at the faces of the 187 victims of homicides this 
year through June, according to statistics.

50 full-time police officers headed for transit beat

Mayor Emanuel and CTA President For- 
rest Claypool on Wednesday touted a 
$io million investment to hire 50 full-time 
police officers to patrol the rail and bus 
system. 

But a closer look reveals a less significant 
outlay 

The CTA says it already is paying out 
$9.2 million a year to 60 officers to handle 
security on their off days. Under the new 
plan, the transit agency simply will add an- 
other $800,000 to what it’s already spend- 
ing. 

Instead of part-time help, the CTA will 
have new officers fresh out of the Chicago 
Police Academy on the transit beat start- 
ing in the spring. 

The new officers are in addition to an 
accelerated schedule to install 3,000 high- 
resolution video cameras at all CTA rail 


stations by the year’s end. 

“It brings a level of security that’s com- 
prehensive. ... So people going to and from 
work or from neighborhood to neighbor- 
hood can feel safe,” said Emanuel, who 
rode the Green Line one stop to the news 
conference outside the Ashland and Lake 
“E’ station. 

‘At one time, we talked about putting 
more police on the street. In this case 
we’re putting more police on the plat- 
form,” he said. 

In his final budget. Mayor Richard M. 
Daley promised to add up to 200 officers. 
Those cops were not hired before Daley 
left office. 

“I know what the budget called for. I also 
know what budget problems I’m facing,” 
Emanuel said. “So what we’ve done is be 
smart about how we apply our resources.” 

Emanuel has reassigned nearly 750 offi- 


cers to beat patrols as he tries to deliver on 
his campaign promise to add 1,000 officers 
to Chicago’s streets. 

Those moves largely shuffled existing 
resources but have not added officers to 
the ranks. 

While violent crime is down in Chicago, 
the robbery rate is running higher this year 
on the CTA. 

There were 581 robberies reported on 
CTA property in Chicago in 2010, averag- 
ing 48 a month, according to the most re- 
cent statistics first provided to the Tribune 
by the Police Department. From January 
through May of this year there were 294 
robberies, an average of 59 a month— a 23 
percent increase. 

“Criminals don’t know boundaries,” po- 
lice Superintendent Garry McCarthy said. 
“Every tool in our toolbox has to be used to 
reduce crime.” 


Summer’s 
new plea: 
Rain, rain 
go away

Chicago is on the verge of breaking a near- 
ly 122-year-old record, but there may not be 
any celebrating. 

This already is the second-wettest July 
in the city since records were first kept for 
the month in 1871, according to the Na- 
tional Weather Service. With more rain 
expected through Friday, there’s a decent 
chance a record could be set by the time 
the calendar flips to August on Monday, 
forecasters said. 

As of early Wednesday afternoon, 
9.05 inches had fallen so far this month 
at O’Hare, about half an inch less than 
the record 9.56 inches that fell in the city 
in July 1889, according to the weather ser- 
vice. 

The city has averaged 3.51 inches of rain 
in July from 1871 through last year, weather 
service records show 

The latest deluge in the Chicago area 
came Wednesday morning when the north- 
ern suburbs were soaked by fast-moving 
thunderstorms that flooded roads, slowed 
traffic and rattled residents still cleaning 
up after their basements flooded during 
heavy storms last weekend. 

“I feel a bit like I have post-traumatic 
stress,” said Jennifer Grandberry who 
cleaned her basement in Arlington Heights 
after it flooded Saturday but feared the 
worst Wednesday “When that rain start- 
ed coming down, I thought, ‘Oh no, not 
again.’ ” 

Wednesday morning’s rain and the ex- 
pectation of more precipitation prompted 
the weather service to issue a flash flood 
watch for northern Illinois and northwest- 
ern Indiana through Thursday afternoon. 

Although ComEd officials said Wednes- 
day morning’s storms didn’t cause any ma- 
jor power outages, people who have had 
to endure long stretches without power 
because of this summer’s storms said they 
worry nearly every time they hear a new 
burst of thunder. 

“It’s just wearisome,” said Mardah Wein- 
field, 44, who said her family’s home in 
Highland Park has suffered four storm- 
related power outages since last year that 
have lasted four to six days, including two 
this summer. 

“We kind of accept it with a weary sense 
of inevitability”

Three women have been killed in homi- 
cides since Saturday, a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data found. 

On Tuesday, a 17-year-old girl was fatally 
shot in the 6600 block of South May 
Street in Englewood, police said. 

On Saturday, a 53-year-old woman was 
shot and killed in the 5800 block of West 
Thomas Street in Austin, according to 
officials. 

That same day, a 39-year-old woman 
was pushed from a building in the 5800 
block of South Kedzie Avenue in Gage 
Park, the Tribune reported. She died and 
the Cook County Medical Examiner’s 
office ruled the incident a homicide. 

Ten percent of the 230 homicide vic- 
tims this year were women, according to 
RedEye data as of Wednesday afternoon. 
Nearly 12 percent of the victims of the 
449 homicides last year were women, 
RedEye determined. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were 
recorded in the past week in Avalon Park, 
Greater Grand Crossing, New City, West 
Ridge, West Town and Woodlawn, RedEye 
found. Forty-three homicides have been 
logged so far this month. Police recorded 
42 homicides in July 2010, RedEye found.

He was one cool mountain lion, trek- 
king halfway across America before 
meeting an untimely death by car on a 
Connecticut parl^way 
The 1,500-mile feline journey is a “testa- 
ment to the wonders of nature and the te- 
nacit/’ of the species, said Daniel Esty of 
Connecticut’s Department of Energy and 
Environmental Protection. 

It was one of the longest Icnown move- 
ments ever recorded for a land mammal 
and nearly double the previous distance 
for a mountain lion, the agency said. 

There had been sightings of the large 
cat in Greenwich, Conn., its presence an 
anomaly in a state where none has been 
seen in more than a century 

Sadly, it was the cat’s death that helped 
tie everything together. 

An SUV hit and l^illed the animal in the 
very early hours of June ii. A necropsy and 
genetic tests revealed the lion’s origins and 


travels, the Connecticut environmental 
agency said. The young, lean mountain 
lion hailed from the Blacli Hills of South 
Dakota, making its way east 18 months ago 
in search of a mate. 

Normally the male cats don’t wander be- 
yond 100 miles while looking for females. 
But this one kept going, through Minneso- 
ta and Wisconsin, where its sightings were 
recorded and DNA evidence collected 
from droppings, blood and hair. 

In Wisconsin, biologists dubbed the 
animal the “St. Croix Mountain Lion,” 
after the first county where a sighting was 
confirmed. 

The cat was not neutered or declawed, 
the necropsy showed, meaning it proba- 
bly was not a captive animal that escaped 
or was released. It also had porcupine 
quills stuck in the tissue under its skin, 
indicating it had spent some time in the 
wild.

‘Another Earth’ is enough 
for Chicago-area native

Here’s something you didn’t expect to say: 
“Hey remember that episode of ‘Communit/ 
where Britta thought that girl was a lesbian? 
Well, the actress who played that girl now 
stars in a spectacular new sci-fi movie that she 
also co-wrote.”

M l don’t care! There will be 
no more snow nudity!” 


You say you like winters in Chicago. How 
much time have you spent, as you are at one 
point in “Another Earth,” naked in the cold? 

Not any time except this movie! We shot that 
scene three times, and I think there are three 
different edits there, together. One of them we 
shot in the snow in Connecticut when there 
was like 3 feet of snow on the ground and I just 
like trudged out into this field and got naked. 

You were actually naked? 

I was full-on derobed. And another we ran 
out of snow and so the next time ... there was 
some ski mountain in Connecticut, which was 
like a mountain of fake snow and people do- 
ing downhill stuff, and so we snuck in when 
that was closed and did it again. And there was 
another time where we had to do the close-up 
again and we didn’t have any snow, so we got 
it from the back of a hockey rink. When they 
clean the rink they push off all the ice and it 
looks like snow. So we took a bunch of that in 
a pickup truck and put it in [director/co-writer 
Mike Cahill’s] mom’s backyard and flattened it 
out. It was a lot of cold work. 

And after the third take you just said, 
“Enough!” 

After that I was like, “I don’t care! There will be 
no more snow nudity!” 

If you had a chance to meet a duplicate of 
yourself, would you want to? 

Yes, I would want to do that. I think I would be 
curious about the various mutations of Brit. 
What would Brit the doctor version be like?

[Laughs.] I think we’re all curious as to how we 
might turn out if we had made different choic- 
es along the way. 

What would you say? Like, “Did you also get 
a parking ticket in 2007?” 

[Laughs.] Totally. I guess I would be like, if she 
looked and acted very different from me, so I 
knew that she’d had a totally different experi- 
ence, I would just want to get to the bottom 
of that. I’d be like, “What are you passionate 
about? Are you in love? Have you ever been in 
love? What do you want to do? What do you 
want out of life?” I’d be so curious to know ... 
what happens when you take the basic raw 
goods of who you are and then put them 
through a different filter? 

[Imagine that] like Rhoda, you’re in prison. 
How do you pass the time? 

I love your questions. Your questions are so 
imaginative. How would I? I think I would just 
leave the space in my imagination. I would just 
create imaginary characters and I would try to 
convince my cellmates to play along with me. 

That can only end well I’m sure. 

Or it can end really badly. It probably wouldn’t 
end well.
